PERSONNEL 


As indicated in the Department's 1962-63 budget request almost 

a year ago, we have been under increasingly sharp scrutiny from 
the Bureau of Public Roads on the question of providing adequate 
inspection of construction projects. Despite some increases 

in the staff of inspectors, the mounting volume of work coupled 
with the inability to recruit much needed personnel at prevailing 


wage rates finally stretched our staff to the breaking point. 


The local office of the Bureau of Public Roads notified us in 
August that our inspection was inadequate on new projects from 
the standpoint of manpower and coverage and that they would 
not concur in the award of any further contracts uless 
immediate steps were taken to remedy the situation. Four 
rather large projects were held in abeyance by the Bureau 


because of this situation. 


The Commissioner immediately communicated with the President 

of the Civil Service Commission, outlining the seriousness of 

the situation and the steps which should be taken not only 

to correct it from an immediate point of view, but to permit 

the Department to carry out its mission in the future without 
fear that lack of adequate supervision in the field would provide 


an opportunity for slipshod work or any other improprieties. 
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PERSONNEL, cont'd. 


The steps recommended included the immediate provision of a 
considerable number of new positions in the inspector category, 
higher pay ranges for inspectors, greater flexibility in hiring, 
and elimination of some absolute educational requiremnts in 
the event that equivalent experience was shown. This latter 


situation was a great handicap in the hiring of engineers. 


The immediate needs were filled by making emergency transfers 
Within the Department. The President of the Civil Service 
Commission indicated a favorable attitude toward our other 
requests and steps were taken to recruit the additional 


needed inspectors.

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TESTING SERVICES 


The Highway Department's Laboratory, in addition to performing 
thousands of tests and evaluation experiments in the line of 
highway construction and maintenance each year, also performs 

a multitude of similar services for other Departments of the 
State Government. For example, this month an evaluation report 
was submitted to the Treasury Department's Bureau of Purchase 
and Property on the results of 1,000 hours of weathering com- 


pleted on four samples of embossed automobile license tags. 


The laboratory also recently agreed, in cooperation with the 
Bureau of Purchase and Property, to test a new device for 
measuring the nighttime effectiveness of reflecting traffic 
line paint, at the request of the American Society of Testing 


Materials. 


The Laboratory is one of the prime stops on every visitation 
by foreign engineers. It was toured this month by a repre- 


sentative of the Haiti Department of Public Works. 
PAVEMENT. RESEARCH 


In an effort to obtain stronger pavements, new types of welded 

wire fabric and expanded metal mesh were installed when Route 
U.S. 22 was resurfaced with, four inches of bituminous material 

between Clinton and Jugtown Mountain a year ago. Periodic checks 


have been made since then and the latest report from the Bureau 
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of Engineering Research states, "To date, the areas with the 
fabric and expanded metal are almost entirely free from re- 
flection cracks, and such few cracks as exist are of only 
hair-line width...~he amount of rutting which has occurred 


thus far has been so small as to be of no practical significance." 
ELECTRONIC RESEARCH 


In cooperation with the Radio Corporation of America, the De- 
partment's Electrical Bureau recently tested a new device for | 


controlling traffic signals and measuring traffic volumes. 


The device consists of a loop of insulated copper wire which 
is buried in the pavement and, connected with an amplifying 
mechanism, operates a signal or counter by means of a tuned 


circuit. 


The installation and maintenance of these new electro-magnetic 
devices is much simpler and less expensive than the familiar 


detector pads buried level with the surface of the pavement. 


The test were all satisfactory and the Department plans to in- 


stall more of the new devices in the future. 
CONSTRUCTION PROGRESS 


A total of eight construction projects were accepted as com- 
plete by the Department this month. There were 5h projects 


underway with an original value of approximately $139 million.

Statement of Dwight R. G. Palmer 
Commissioner, New Jersey State Highway Department 
Division of Railroad Transportation 
Before 
The New Jersey State Senate Investigating Commission 
Assembly Chamber

Mr. Chairman and all of you members of this distinguished Committee, 
I consider it a privilege to appear before you today to present a few 
items which I believe are pertinent to your interest in the movement 


of people and of goods, 


All of us have been cognizant of the jeopardy of our mass transporta- 
tion service - each year evidencing a further decline in the return to 


the carriers for the effort expended. 


There is no need to recount to you the "build-up" that prompted legis- 
lation by you creating a Division of Railroad Transportation in the 
Highway Department. Our job was to offset the threats and stem the 
flow of the tide toward a complete shutdown of our rail passenger 


service. 


Our first job was to convince the carriers that the State intended - 
and this seriously - to provide a measure of assistance towards main- 
tenance of service. The Missouri slogan "Show Me" pretty well reflected 
the carriers! attitude and - who could blame them? Well, we made a fair 


start in our endeavor to cope with an almost impossible situation. 
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THE STATE RAIL PROGRAM 


Our Broerane tae ti bated in 1960, of contracting with the railroads 
for continuation of essential passenger service has been successful 
in that virtually all trains operating at the time of its activita- 
tion have continued to operate and fares have remained unchanged. 

The contract program will continue through the 1962-63 fiscal year 


but with several significant changes. 


In keeping with the announced purpose for the repeal effective 
November 16th by Congress of the Federal Transportation Tax, we plan 
that the new contracts will provide further financial assistance to 
the railroads by permitting them to retain the amounts now being 
turned over to the Federal Government in taxes on tickets. The cost 


to the public of rail tickets will be the same as today. 


Although the present contract program is maintaining the level of 
passenger service at a modest cost as compared with the cost of build- 
ing more or enlarged highways, from the inception it has been considered 
a temporary expedient until more permanent solutions to the transporta- 
tion problem could be found. The Second Annual Report of the Division 
of Railroad Transportation,issued in January of this year, contained 
recommendations for action along several fronts, completion of which we 
feel would represent substantially improved service to New Jersey 


residents with reduced operating costs to the railroads. 


Any improvement to facilities or equipment naturally has a price tag. 


It has always been our belief that these expenditures should be shared 
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between the Federal Government, the State and the railroads, Enactment 
into law of the mass transit recommendations contained in President 
Kennedy's transportation message, and as proposed by Senator Harrison 
A. Williams of New Jersey, would be of major assistance to our program 


and would be in accordance with our philosophy. 


To enable the State to take advantage of any Federal aid, amendments to 
the Railroad Passenger Service Act are being prepared for introduction 

in the next session of the Legislature. These changes would permit the 
use of a portion of the annual appropriation to implement the Act for 

the purpose of matching in some measure funds from the Federal Government 


should that be a prerequisite to receiving such funds. 


Even though no Federal legislation may be passed this year, we intend 

to move forward within our limited resources. The proposed revisions 
to the Act will enable State appropriations to be used directly for 
capital improvements on a railroad, provided such improvements are made 
in connection with a service contract. A third essential change in the 
law is also proposed which will provide a degree of flexibility in 
setting the car-mile rate in order to make contract payments more nearly 


in accordance with the cost to the railroads of providing the service. 


The contracts for the 1962-63 fiscal year all contain provisions that 
| would enable the State to take immediate action once the proposed amend- 
ments to the law are passed. Funds would be withheld from the initial 
payments to the railroad to provide a reserve from which we could draw 
for either matching funds, capital improvements or adjustments in the 


car-mile rate of payment. The contracts would also permit renegotiation 


when the law is changed. 
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Status of Projects 


Some of the recommendations of our Division of Railroad Transportation 
are already being processed, The Public Utility Commission has announced 
its participation in the cost of removing Erie-Lackawanna tracks from 
the center of Passaic, and work is under way on a track connection in 
Paterson which will permit the rerouting of main line passenger and 
freight trains over the Boonton Line east of Paterson. This in turn has 
paved the way to proceed with the recommended integration of the Boonton 
Line and Greenwood Lake Branch trains between Mountain View and Hoboken. 
A public hearing on that subject is scheduled for September 5th, at which 
time the proposed schedules will be reviewed and the improvements which 
the railroad will make in the Greenwood Lake Branch signals, track and 
roadbed will be outlined. If the integration of the passenger service 
is judged to be acceptable, the railroad will then arrange to reroute 
the limited freight service that the Boonton Line carries and seek to 
abandon its right-of-way from Paterson westerly to Totowa. This will 
make the railroad right-of-way available to the Highway Department for 


construction of Route 80 at substantial savings in construction costs, 


ie hae project that is progressing concerns the Central Railroad Company 
of New Jersey, the Lehigh Valley and the Pennsylvania Railroads. Early 
‘in the program we advocated that the passenger trains operating on the 
main line of the Jersey Central be rerouted over Lehigh Valley trackage 
from Cranford to Hunter Tower at the southern part of Newark, thence © 
over the Pennsylvania tracks to Penn Station in Newark. In conjunction 


with this rerouting of the main line trains the service operated over 
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the New York and Long Branch Railroad along the North Jersey coast by 
both the Pennsylvania and Central Railroads is proposed to be combined 
into a one-carrier operation with all trains routed through Newark to 
Pennsy lvania Station in Manhattan, In order to consummate these plans, 
very lengthy agreements must be drawn and agreed to by the carriers and 
ultimately approved by the regulatory agencies; then money must be forth- 
coming to make the connections, rehabilitate cars, improve signaling and 
construct storage facilities. Thus far the carriers have not agreed 

to finance these costs without participation by the public - and their 


position is not likely to change. 


In conjunction with the Tri-State Committee we have prepared the 
necessary documents to obtain Federal funds to carry out a project in 
New Brunswick under the transit provisions of the Housing Act of 1961 
to demonstrate whether a railroad station located outside the center of 
a suburban city, affording ample free parking and convenient access, 
will divert passengers to the rails from other modes of transportation 


and reduce vehicular congestion in the vicinity of center city stations. 


Just a few words about the Hudson & Manhattan project which Austin Tobin 


has already adequately covered. 


Anyone, who by helicopter has hovered above the entrances to our bridges 
and tunnels under the Hudson, can testify to their resemblance to an 
hourglass as the multiple lanes of traffic converge on the tube of 


passage, either over or under the river. 


As time moves on, traffic density increases. All the more is it essential 
that the H & M be revived to handle not 30,000,000 passengers, but 


130,000,000 or more.

No organization is better fitted to launch this program than our 
Port of New York Authority, under the able leadership of Austin Tobin, 


its Executive Director. 


This rather herculean effort to serve the citizenry of our two 
States - New York and New Jersey - will not fully register, nor will 
New Jersey meet its own obligation unless the H & M project and the 
New Jersey Rail Transportation projects proceed simultaneously. It 
is our intention to insure that team effort will produce results. 
Gentlemen, we will need your help as the plans for these projects 


move ahead, 


And now, with your permission, a short review of several forms of 
unconventional means of mdss transportation, some of which have currently 


been under consideration. 


Monorail Types 


Although the development of monorails is generally associated with 
European engineers, the first lie cane to physical work on a public 
transportation system in which engine and cars were elevated and 
supported on a single rail was found to have been done in East Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, in the late 1860s. There was actually constructed at 
Lone time an experimental section of true monorail construction, utiliz- 
ing a steam locomotive with traction by horizontal wheels exerting 

side pressure on a single rail. No reference has been found to any 


development subsequent to the test section. 
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Monorails that are receiving attention today by engineers and transit 
Promoters fall into three general types: 
1. The vehicle rides on top of a single rail. 
2. The vehicle is carried beneath a principal supporting 
member or beam. 
3. The vehicle rides beneath the main supporting beam 
although the traction wheels fidevoti top of the beam. 
Practically all of the designs developed to date are variations in 


support and traction detail of these three basic types. 


The only bona fide monorail transportation system constructed to date is 
one in Wuppertal, Germany. It was started in 1898 and completed in 1903 
with a total length of 8.2 miles. For the most part, it Ls located 
directly over the Wupper River and is a suspended type. The topography 
of the area dictated the design. Because of the excessive development 
in the valleys of the surrounding area, the only open space available 
for a transit system was over the River, "All frames were constructed 
with a support on each bank and the cars were suspended over the middle. 
The system has been in continuous operation since 1903,with cars having 
a maximum speed of 25 mph and an average speed of 18 mph. Operation of 
thendyaten does not involve switching except to put cars in and out of 


service, 


Near Cologne, Germany, the Swedish Industrialist, Dr. Alex Wenner-Gren, 
caused to be constructed a mile-long test section of a supported monorail 
known as the Alweg monorail. The full-scale test section was completed 


in 1957 and was designed to operate at maximum speeds of 80 kilometers

The same basic design was next adopted for a circular line connecting 
Disneyland with a nearby hotel. This installation is built on a 2/3 

scale basis. The next installation of the Alweg system was in Seattle, 
Washington, to connect the downtown business section with the site of 

the Seattle World's Fair. This line is 1.2 miles in length, designed 

for speeds of up to 60 mph, and has been in successful operation since 
April of this year. In actual operation the speed averages 40 to 45 mph 
from terminal to terminal, however, it is reported that during wet weather 


the speeds are substantially reduced because of loss of traction. 


After three years of controversy, the Alweg system has been rejected for 
use in Frankfurt, Germany, in favor of a more conventional design. On 
the other hand, it has been reported that the Alweg proposals have been 


accepted at Turin, Italy, and Vienna, Austria. 


A variation of the supported design has been developed by the Nihon-Lockheed 
Monorail Company and an actual installation is under construction about 80 
miles north of Tokyo, Japan. The outstanding feature of this installation 
is the adoption of "A" frame ee Lew in the design of the vehicle. The 
design also utilizes a laminated steel and rubber wheel said to reduce 


noise and yet eliminate the hazard of blow-outs. 


A bite supported design has been advanced, the so-termed Bingham design 
which, I am told, was originally developed by Alweg in which steel flanged 
wheels are used in conjunction with rubber tires and the steel wheels take 
over at switch points. This design was incorporated in a proposal for a 
system for construction in Caracas, Venezuela. It is interesting to note, 


however, that Monorail, Inc. of Houston, Texas, actually built a 1600-foot — 
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idol using this design, and it is reported that Alweg, Inc. decided it 
was impractical. There have been claims a improvement on the design, 
and submissions have been made for monorail construction at Cape 
Canaveral, Florida and Washington, D. C. Asymmetrically suspended 
monorails have been principally promoted by two French firms and a 
1%4-mile test installation has been made in Orleans, France. The opera- 
tion of this design is now tier observation, Similarly, Monorail, Inc. 
of Dallas built a 4000-foot test installation for use at the Dallas 
fair grounds. Another facility of like design has been built to serve 


the Tokyo Zoo. 


One of the drawbacks in ail monorail designs developed to date has been 
the failure to produce a satisfactory switching arrangement. The earlier 
Alweg switch required 90 seconds to operate inasmuch as the whole main 
Supporting beam had to be shifted from one "track" to another. This 
length of time to switch a train would make such a system unworkable for 
transit lines operating on 90-second or 2-minute headways, as we are 
accustomed to in this country. Also, the machinery needed to move heavy 
members makes the cost of such switching prohibitive. Later designs as 
developed show some promise of solving the problem. However, working 
installations are stili not in evidence. Also, when a monorail system 
adopted, it must be utilized throughout the area since the cars cannot 
te switched to conventional tracks. In downtown congested areas it might 
be the desirable design; however, out in open country the beam must still 
be constructed to carry the vehicles, whereas a conventional system could 


be placed on the ground with tracks and ties. A supported system would

require a maze of beams in terminals and yards, and the overhead 
development for a suspension system would be extensive, very costly 
and require much more room than conventional lay-outs. Another point 
of particular interest in this area is that any monorail design, 
either supported or suspended, requires a considerably larger tunnel 
section to carry it below ground, under highways, under rivers. Also, 
a monorail does not have the flexibility aeeden for repair, reconstruc- 
tion, or temporary facilities. By far the greatest attraction of the 
monorail and its greatest advantage is its lightweight, modern design, 
with attractive-sounding operating and fare collection techniques and 
convenient and attractive station facilities. It should be kept in 
wind, however, that most of these pleasant features associated with 
monorails can be incorporated into conventional rail systems with 


sufficient investment and probably at less cost. 


When the State law was enacted in California, setting up the Los Angeles 
Metropolitan Transit Authority and authorizing the Authority to create 

a rail transit system for the City, the law required that a monorail 
ae be developed. After several years of work under this legislation, 
the Authority asked that the law be revised to permit conventional type 
construction. This was done. Subsequently, the Alweg interests offered 
to finance and construct a monorail system for the City in returm for 
certain considerations and presented sketches of their proposal. Developers 
along Los Angeles’ glamorous Wilshire Boulevard opposed the Alweg plan 
because they feared it would blight the area even though the proposed line 
would travel on the Boulevard itself for only a few blocks. Designs are 


now in process in Los Angeles for a conventional rail supported system. 
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In San Francisco the engineers studied monorail exhaustively, but are 
proceeding with conventional designs. Washington, D. C. has so far 
found all monorail plans impractical, since none has projected a 
hooatown terminal. It has also been felt that the City's powerful 
Fine Arts Commission would object to any overhead structures in the 


City. 
Levacar 


Ford Motor Company has done considerable research on a system of 
inter-city transportation in which cars travelling from 200 to 300 

mph ride on a very thin film of air over a prepared trackway. Some 
scale prototypes of this air levitation principle have been developed 

and indications are that a workable vehicle might eventually be mere 
Dr. Andrew A. Kucher, formerly Vice President of Engineering Research of 
the Ford Motor Company, said, "The levacar will not replace any mode of 
transportation known today. Instead, it will add a new form of fast, 


safe ground travel to our current highway, railroad and air systems." 


Levacars would be powered by reaction engines - gas turbines or turbojets - 
that supply power for both levitation and propulsion. Compressed air, 
emitted through small holes in the levapads would provide a friction-less 
ride in which the Levacar would slide on a thin film of air a fraction 

of an inch above the surface. Electronic sensing and control systems, 
probably similar to today's railroad block signal systems, would be used 

to control them because human reaction would not be able to cope with the 
speeds involved. Braking would be accomplished by any of a number of 


means - reverse engine thrust, water scoops, mechanical or magnetic brakes. 


Although a great deal of technical knowledge has been gained by Ford 
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relative to the performance of single Levapads operating at high speeds 
and under load, these data have been gained in laboratory work. By no 
means have all questions about Levapad operation been answered, Further- 


more, no attempt has been made to develop a complete Levacar. 


The engineering of a full-size experimental Levacar, and the refinement 
of its design through extensive test operations, would be essential to 
the successful development of a practical operating system. This phase 
of the Levacar program would require a large expenditure of money and 


several years to complete. 


Under no circumstances can the construction on an operating Levacar 
system be recommended until its full engineering development has been 


brought to a successful conclusion. 


Studies have been made concerning a Levacar operation between Washington, 
D. C. and New York City with estimated costs for fixed construction, 
including tracks, structure and right-of-way of $560 million, This is 

an average of $24 million per mile, with $500,000 as an allowance for 


right-of-way. 


It was considered impractical to support Levacar tracks on existing 
railroad tracks at ground level. This is because of air effects that 
would be created by a vehicle moving at such high speed close to the 
etocad and because an ordinary railroad track is not well enough 


anchored to maintain the close tolerances necessary for Levacar track 


alignment. 


Assume Levacar stations at New York, Philadelphia, Wilmington, and 


Baltimore-Washington. It might be physically feasible to construct an 
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elevated Levacar facility along the right-of-way from Washington to 
New York, or along other railroad trackage in the same corridor. 
However, Levacar tracks would have to be by-passed around railroad 
stations on private right-of-way, except of course, those stations 
at which the Levacar would stop. This is because of the potential 
danger to railroad patrons in the event Levacar were to pass through 


stations at very high speeds, 


The complexities of adequate controls and switches for passing 
tracks for vehicles operating at such high speeds makes such an 
operation questionable and accordingly unsuitable for the basis of 


an estimate at this time. 


The Prete upper limit of gross revenue for a Levacar operation 
between aoa er and Washington, based upon some rather thin conceptions, 
is estimated around $80,000,000, of which $40 000,000 might be available 
for debt service on fixed construction and right-of-way after payment of 
all other charges. This optimistic estimate has been developed on the 
fo Llowing basis: 
erste re assumed that 100 per cent of today's annual rail 
epee aks Heeweeh New York and Washington (640,000) and 
100 per cent of today's air travelers (770,000) would 


patronize Levacar. 


2. It is assumed that 1970 is a reasonable year in the 


future for testing the operating potential of Levacar. 


3, It is assumed that patronage between New York and Washington, 


during the period from 1960 to 1970, would grow at a rate of 
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five per cent of the 1960 volume each year, or a total of 
approximately 50 per cent. All intermediate trips are 
assumed to grow at 2% per cent of the 1960 volume each 
year in that period for a total of approximately 25 per 


‘cent. 


4, Total estimated 1970 patronage on the foregoing basis 


between New York and Washington is 2,100,000 person trips. 


ai It is assumed that the fares between New York and Washington 
would be $17.85 (7.9 cents per mile), which is equivalent 
to today's air shuttle fare (slightly less than air tourist), 


including limousine allowances at both ends. 


Even assured of additional income generated by patronage between New 
York and Philadelphia, Wilmington, and Baltimore-Washington, it is at 
the moment, with assumptions and inadequacies, not considered a 


feasible project. 


Other Unconventional Types 


Another type of transportation that is being researched by firms and 
Pde tdea ls involves an aerodynamic vehicle travelling in a shell. One 
design involves a propeller-driven vehicle with circular air foils 
travelling inside a reinforced concrete pipe - the pipe laid to true 
line and grade could be either sub-surface, on the surface or elevated, 
The vehicle has wheels that are set at right angles to the pipe in the 
lower 90° quadrant used at the beginning and ending of each run. When 


the propeller drives the vehicle at speeds at above 90 mph, the air 
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that becomes compressed between the air foils and the sides of the 

pipe keeps the vehicle centered at all times and the wheels are 
withdrawn. The advantages of this scheme as set forth by the authors 
lie in the fact that the service would be almost 100% dependable - 

not affected by weather. The second advantage lies in the speed at 
which the system is designed to operate - up to 300 mph. The obvious 
disadvantage is the cost of constructing the pipeway between all cities 


to be served. 


It is presently indicated by some that modern construction of helicopters 
now delivering 25 passengers, will in the not distant future carry 100 
or 125 passengers at 170 miles per hour. Low level flying would not 


clog the plane airways. 


In summary, the following is quoted from a report by an international 


firm of engineers which pretty well covers the subject: 


"So many ingenious minds have been intrigued for so 
many years by the search for improvement in rail 
transportation, or alternates to it, that few indeed - 
and generally fruitless - are the avenues that have not 


been at least tentatively explored."

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Subject: Committee on Efficiency and Economy in Government 


My understanding of the intended purpose of our group is to effect 


economies in the operation of our State Government. 


At the outset, might I suggest that the Committee focus its attention 
upon reaching this goal through greater ericiene, chen review the 
various departmental recommendations and determine what "budget-cutting" 
may be possible. Some feel that it is more or less axiomatic that the 
State Budget will increase steadily, year by year, and that it should 
go so if the State is to continue to provide suitable services to an 


ever-increasing population, 


One real hope of "saving"' money is through moves designed to give the 
taxpayer the highest possible value for each dollar paid into the 
Treasury. The personnel of this Committee were chosen to insure a 


strictly business approach. 


The biggest single item in the operating costs section of the Budget 
iecrayroll = S150 milivon out of a total of $222 million for 1962-63. 
Are the various operating procedures, standards and restrictions 
imposed by Civil Service designed to obtain the fullest possible 
production from the manpower this huge outlay represents? What can 
be done in the area of personnel management to increase overall 
efficiency? It would appear that these questions may be basic to 


the Committee's areaof responsibility. 


Some aspects of the personnel problem which might be considered are:

Should veterans who barely pass the 70 mark have preference 


over all others who may even have perfect marks?

Should promotion be based entirely upon competitive examination 
or should the recommendations of an employe's superiors be 
given greater weight?

Should annual increments be "automatic" or should Department 


Heads have greater discretion in this regard? | 


What steps can be taken to make it easier to recruit qualified 
people from private industry and offer them permanent jobs at 
high levels of pay and responsibility, without the HECeSSICY 
of years of experience in State Government at the lower levels? 
If such personnel could be acquired, the number of employees 


might be materially reduced and a better job accomplished. 


This is an age of electronic marvels. It is doubtful that the State 

is making maximum use of the many labor-saving data processing machines 
now available. It is suggested that the Committee might institute a 
thorough investigation, with the cooperation of leading manufacturers, 
of means to increase output, save time, and reduce future labor costs 


through the use of such equipment. This in itself would not necessarily 
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mean that present jobs would be abolished, but that the need for so 
many additional jobs each year might be reduced, and the available 


manpower and brainpower be put to the best use, 


Integration of functiéns now performed by two or more Departments is 
another possible step in the direction of efficiency, For example, 
all construction -+ with the attendant planning and engineering -- 


might be put under a Department of Public Works. 


The Budget Director estimates the State's income and trims requests 
to balance, The Director does not have to face up to "delivering 

the goods", That is each Department Head's responsibility. Between 
the Budget Divedtay and Civil Service they actually control the tools 
that operate the State, The Department Heads! requests as to funds 


and personnel run a very poor third, 


Careful preparation of the Annual Budget is basic to the entire 
operation of the State Government. And as long as our democratic 
System of government requires the Chief Executive to propose a 
spending program and the Legislature to approve it and raise the 
necessary funds, this must be a fully shared responsibility. It 

is believed that any qualified observer would agree that at present 
a limited number of members of the Legislature have any great depth 
of knowledge regarding the preparation and composition of the Budget. 
The Budget Message itself is ae designed to provide a clear picture 
of all of the problems and prograus involved. In actual practice, 


the Appropriations Committee genexally focuses its attention upon 


new spending programs, new jobs, and new construction items. 
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It is suggested that the Situation might be improved by acquainting 
the appropriate regular Committecs of the Senate and Assembly with 
the details of the request of a Department's spending program fairly 
early in the game regardless of whether the Budget Director approves 
or disapproves the request. It would then be the responsibility of 
these regular Committees, working closely with the Legislative 
Budget Director, to prepare an analysis of each major request for 
the main Joint Appropriations Committee. (This does not make avail- 
able:to the Legislature any information that is not now available, 


. 


Since copies of the original requests are filed with the Legislative 
Budget Director anyway. At present, too little use is made of this 


information.) 


There is always prevalent the Department Heads! desire to avoid 
presenting a program of spending which the Budget Director reports 


to the Governor is the limit that income can handle, 


it might be-an excellént idea for the Chairmen of Legislative 
Committees to attend tne Budget hearings conducted by the Governor's 
Budget Director prior to the submission of the Governor's recommenda- 


tions. 


One other existing procedure appears contrary to the theory of checks 
and balances. The Governor's Budset Director and his staff now act 
as the Secretarial unit for the Appropriations Committee. It might 
be desirable for this function to be assumed by the Legislative 


Budget Director. One of the outstanding features of our court system 
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is the "adversary" position taken by opposing counsel, who argue the 
merits of their respective cases and attempt to find the weak spots 
in the cases presented by the other side, In this way, many facts 
which might otherwise remain hidden come to light. It would seem 
only fair that the Governor's Budget Director should have to defend 
the Governor's recommendations from the opposite side. of the table 


from the Appropriations Committee. 


In the final analysis ane Legislative Committee usually gets the 
Governor's "request" after the Budget Director has used his "tools" 

to bring expenditures hes balance with expected income plus a 

cushion for emergencies that he foels he may have to face. Question - 


what can they know of the requests and inner workings of a department? 


No department has an emergency fund to cope with unexpected emergencies. 
In our own case, over the years it has been borrow from Peter to pay 


Paul, Peter often ends up "down the drain",

Trenton, Auge 30 = The New Jersey State Highway Department today invited road 
building firms to submit bids on correction of an erosion problem which started 
more than 170 million years ago near what is now Route 5 in Edgewater, Bergen

This erosion, according to a Department spokesman, has now reached the point 
where rocks create a definite hazard by breaking off the cliff which borders 


Route 5 and bouncing from the curb area onto the highway. 


To eliminate the danger, Highway Department engineers have developed a plan for 
stripping all loose rock from the face of the cliff until a solid base is reached, 
and forcing a concrete mixture into any remaining cracks to prevent future attacks 


by the weather. 


Anticipating that small rock fragments will still break off after the work is 
done, the engineers have designed a concrete wall 5.5 feet high which will 
follow the curb line along the present rockfall area. The entrapment wall will 


prevent falling fragments from rolling onto the highway. 


The work site extends from the junction of Route 5 and Undercliff Avenue, near 


Edgewood Avenue, 700 feet south along the ascending highway.

Because the stripping operation would be highly dangerous to passing traffic, 
the Department will close this portion of the highway and reroute motorists 
north on Anderson Avenue to Main Street in Fort Lee, then east to River Road.

Preliminary studies made by Highway soils and foundation engineers revealed 
that the cliff is part of the Palisades Sill, which was formed more than 170 
million years ago when molten volcanic rock was forced under tremendous pres- 


sure between sandwich-like layers of sedimentary rock. 


During the subsequent cooling period each mineral in the liquid rock began to 


crystallize from the mixture when its critical temperature was reachede 


One engineer said that motorists driving along Route S can, by looking up the 
cliff, see a narrow band of rock which is different from the adjacent layers 
of harder rock. This band, he explained, is Olivene, and was one of the first 


minerals to crystallize as the molten rock cooled. 


The engineers listed the minerals in the narrow band as Feldspar, which has 
changed mainly to clay; Augite, an iron bearing mineral, and Enstatite, which 


contains magnesium, and Olivene a relatively soft, green~colored mineral. 


The Olivene crystals, being lighter than the molten mass in which they were 
formed, floated upwards until they reached a barrier formed by the cooler 


rock mass above ite

"At this point," the engineer said, "theolivene crystals began to accumulate, 
and built up the layer which is presently exposed as soft and weathered rock. 
Other minerals in the mixture began to crystallize when their critical tem- 
peratures were reached, and the mixture increased in viscosity. As each 
mineral formed in more rapid succession, repetition of the conditions which 


yielded the Olivene belt was blocked. 


To prevent further wearing away of the band, which would leave the rock layer 
above ursupported, the Department plans to cut the soft rock back between the 


adjacent layers and seal the entire band with concrete. 


A schedule of 120 working days has been set for the State-financed project.

Trenton, Aug. 23 = The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced 


it has tested a new traffic control device with favorable results. 


The device, a loop of insulated copper wire connected to an amplifying 
mechanism, employs the electro-magnetic principle of a tuned circuit, 
Buried beneath the surface of a highway, it can be used to operate traffic 


Signals. 


Most of the traffic signal systems installed on New Jersey State Highways 
are traffic actuated, They go into action when a traffic detecting mechanism 
is actuated by a vehicle approaching the intersection. No human hand is 


needed, 


The job of detecting an approaching vehicle has until recently been done 
exclusively by rectangular-shaped detector pads buried level with the 
surface of the highway which, when struck by the wheels of a vehicle 
transmit a signal to an electrical timing device in the traffic Signal 


system, which in turn starts the familiar amber--redegreen cycle. 


Installation of the bulky detector pad is expensive and maintenance is 
difficult. During installation, traffic must be diverted while an excavation 
is made and a concrete foundation for the steel detector frame is placed,

Should it become necessary to resurface the road and chmge the surface 


level, the entire detector installation usually must be abandoned. 


One of the new wire loop devices, manufactured by the Radio Corporation 
of America, was installed on an experimental basis as a traffic detector 
for the signal system at Route U.S. 1 and Fisher Place in Penns Neck in 
June 1960 and periodic checks showed satisfactory performance. Another 
Signal installation at the temporary ramp intersection of Interstate Route 80 


and Route U.S. 46 in Roxbury Township also had favorable results, 


Installation is inexpensive since it involves only the sawing of a shallow 
rectangular slot in the pavement, placing the loop of wire and sealing it. 
No excavation is needed, no concrete is used and there are no traffic 

obstacles. In the event of an improvement which raises the surface of the 


road, the only thing abandoned is the loop of wire, 


Technical changes and improvements are part of our daily lives. The engineers 
of the New Jersey State Highway Department are constantly alert to new 


developments that will bring improved service at lower cost to the community.

Seaboard last month to sign an agreement with the Bureau of Public Roads pro-~ 
viding for the concurrent audit procedure, which is designed to speed up 

reimbursement by the Federal Government for expenses incurred by the State on 


Federal Aid projects, 


Before signing the agreement, the Bureau of Public Roads satisfied itself as 
to the reliability cf the State's recently modernized accounting methods and 
data processing control of reimbursable costs. This enables the Bureau to 

make prompt reimbursement without waiting for a detailed audit of every item 


in the billing. 


Highway Commissioner Dwight R.G, Palmer noted that the first concurrent audit 
billing covered costs from July 20, the final closing date for the 1961-62 
fiscal year, through July 31. During those 11 days the State Highway Department 
paid out $2,190,989.97 on projects now or soon to be eligible for Federal 
reimbursement. Of this amount, $1,650,18h.13 will be the Federal Government's 
share, with $76,251.86 covered by this month's billing and the balance to be 
billed later as final project approval is received from the Bureau of Public 


Roads.

Trenton, N.dey August 16 = Governor Richard J. Hughes, upon being 
apprised of the difficulties involved in location of a new Monmouth County 
interchange on the Garden State Parkway, determined to have a study 
made which would consider the fiscal responsibility of the Parkway, 

the welfare of Monmouth County and its commnities and residents, and 
the economic health of the businesses in the area. He directed Highway 


Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer to make the study in person. 


A careful study was undertaken which indicates ag construction of a 
new Garden State Parkway interchange at Red Hill ead with a connecting 
link to Dwight Road and temporary reopening of the Telegraph Hill inter- 
change, will provide better service for residents, business and travelers 


in the Holmdel-Middletown area, it was announced today. 


The study showed construction of the Red Hill interchange will comply 
with the New Jersey Highway Authority's obligations to its bondholders, 
while construction of the connecting link between Red Hill Road and 
Dwight Road will help provide adequate facilities to meet the present 
and future traffic needs contemplated by the Freeholders of Monmouth 
County. It is understood that Middletown Township will provide the 


right-of-way for the Red Hill Road-Dwight Road connection. 


The Red Hill interchange may be completed by December 1962 or, at the 


very latest, by early Spring, 1963. 
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A temporary reoperiing of the Telegraph Hill interchange with safety 
improvements pending completion of the Red Hill interchange will be 


a service to Parkway patrons located in the area. 


It was recommended that the Highway Authority accept an offer by the 
Bell Laboratories to contribute of its services toward improving the 
safety factors of the Telegraph Hill interchange, supplementing certain 


construction and signing at this point by the Highway Authority itself. 


The recommended plan, to insure maximum safety while Telegraph Hill 
ingress and egress is available, provides for use of Routes 3h and 35 


by large buses until completion of the Red Hill interchange. 


In the pone of the study, the Freeholders and Sion Demotate of 
Monmouth County were consulted, reviews made of reports by consultants 
to the Bell Laboratories, an on-the-spot review of the points under 
consideration, and the entire problem was discussed in depth with 
officials of the New Jersey Highway Authority and that agency's

Trenton, Auge J - State Highway Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer announced 
today that a hearing has been scheduled for 10 A.M., Wednesday, September 5, 

at the Public Utility Commission Building in Newark to receive evidence in 
connection with the proposed consolidation of passenger train service now 
operating over the Boonton Line and Greenwood Lake Branch of the Erie-Lackawanna 


Railroad. 


Commissioner Palmer said the proposal involved re-routing present Boonton Line 
trains over Greenwood Lake Branch tracks from Mountain View to Hoboken with 

current schedules being substantially retained. He pointed out that the North 
Newark stop on the Greenwood Lake Branch would provide a new rail service for 


Boonton Line residents traveling to Newark. 


The Commissioner emphasized that the communities east of Paterson on the 
Boonton Line would continue to have good rail service since the present Main 
Line trains are slated to be re-routed over these tracks when the railroad is 
removed from the center of Passaic. This latter project has already been 
approved by the Public Utility Commission and the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and is expected to be completed next year. Schedules of re-routed train service 


through this area are being prepared and will be available at a later date. 


Although the re-routing of Boonton Line trains was originally suggested as a 
means to eliminate duplicating services following the merger of the former 
Erie and Lackawanna Railroads, the Commissioner said the plan had later been 


found to have other potential benefits.

He noted that Interstate Route 80 had been preliminarily designed to parallel 
the railroad tracks from Paterson to Totowa but that the re-routing of train 
service would make it possible to utilize the entire railroad right-of-way for 


the highway at a considerable saving to the taxpayer. 


Should the plan be approved, the Commissioner said the Erie-Lackawanna Railroad 
would make extensive improvements in the roadbed, track and signal system on 
the Greenwood Lake Branch, He stated that a new station with a large parking 


lot would also be constructed at Mountain View. 


| Commissioner Palmer said copies of the proposed integrated service schedules 
would be available to the public about August 20 at railroad stations on 
both branches, as well as at the Hoboken terminal ticket office. He urged
